March 9, 1948 


A meeting of the inhabitants of the town of North 
Hampton qualified to vote, in town affairs duly notified 
and holden in the Town Hall, in said town the alphabetical 
list of voters having been posted and subscribed on back 
thereof by the Supervisors of the Check List, was called 
to order at ten o’clock in the forenoon by the Moderator 
Ralph V. Gould who declared the polls open for the elec- 
tion of Town Officers, also voting for Delegates for 
Presidential Primary and Delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. 


At one o’clock in the afternoon the Moderator read the 
warrant and declared the business meeting open for the 
consideration of the Articles in the warrant. 

Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers.

William P. Fowler was elected for three years. 


ZONING COMMISSIONER FOR THREE YEARS 
George G. Carter had 321 votes and was elected. 

On motion of William Fowler it was voted the Select- 
men act as assessors for the coming year. 

George Carter moved and it was a vote that the Select- 
men be overseers of the poor. 

Forrest Knowles moved that Thomas B. Whenal act as 
Fence Viewer. It was so voted. 

James F. Leavitt moved and it was so voted that Albert 
E. Locke be Sealer of Weights and Measures. 

William P. Fowler moved and it was voted that Warren 
and Morris Lamprey be elected Public Weighers. 

On motion of William P. Fowler, Raymond O. Hobbs, 
Richard I. Goss and Russell D. Moulton were elected Sur- 
veyors of Wood and Lumber. 


Article 2. On motion of James F. Leavitt this article 
was passed over until later. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to 
remove the large elm tree in front of the O. J. Brown 
home on Maple Road. 

William P. Fowler moved that this matter be left to 
the Selectmen, to put out bids and have the tree taken 
down at the least possible cost. 

This to be voted on by ballot. (Law made in 1942). 

Ballot taken, 72 YES 30 NO. 

Article 4. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of six hundred dollars ($600.00) to provide rec- 
reation for the young people of the town (by petition.) 
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Viola Gilman moved and it was voted. A committee of 
five members be appointed, as a recreation committee by 
the Selectmen. The Selectmen to name the Chairman. 
The Committee: Myra Haven, Chairman; Carroll M. 
Fogg, Raymond Hall, Joseph Wynn, Eugene Durham. 

John Lavery moved the six hundred dollars ($600.00) 
be raised. It was voted by ballot. 52 YES 15 NO. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

James F’. Leavitt moved and it was voted, Yes. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise, remodel 
and renovate the Town Hall and to construct a Fire Sta- 
tion in the basement thereof, and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) to fin- 
ance the same. 

William Fowler moved and it was voted. Article six be 
passed over until Article 7 be discussed and voted upon. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer and Selectmen to issue in the name and on 
the credit of the town a note or notes on Serial bonds un- 
der such conditions as the Selectmen shall deem advisable 
for $30,000.00 or such sum as is appropriated by the town 
for the purposes of Article 6 of this warrant, or for such 
portion of said sum as may be required to finance the 
cost of the work voted under said Article 6. 

After a discussion William Fowler moved and it was 
voted that no action be taken on this article. 

Article 6. Article six was then taken up. James F. Leav- 
itt moved it be indefinitely postponed. It was so voted. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee of two persons in addition to the Selectmen to have 
full authority to make all necessary contracts and to do 
whatever is necessary to carry out the vote of the town 
in respect to Article 6 of this warrant. 

Article eight was likewise voted to be indefinitely post- 
poned on motion of William F. Fowler. 
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Article 9. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 

Robert Cutts moved and it was voted that the Town 
Meeting Minutes be incorporated in the Town Report 
each year. 

On motion of James Leavitt it was to allow 5 percent 
discount on taxes paid before July 5th. 

Article 2. This article was referred back to, and the 
budget taken up. William Fowler moved the budget re- 
port be accepted and placed on file. 

Joshua F. Drake moved the amount of $400.00 in the 
budget for the Town Hall be increased to $1,200.00. 

This called for a vote by ballot. Result 49 YES 17 NO. 

Patrick Casey moved and it was voted Yes 30 to No 21 
that the amount for Seacoast Regional Development Assn. 
be cut from $210.00 to $100.00. 

James F. Leavitt moved the budget be accepted as 
changed. It was a vote. 

James Leavitt moved the same water committee be 
continued or a new committee be appointed. Vote — Same 
Committee continue. 

On motion of William Fowler it was voted the budget 
committee meetings be open to town public. Notice of 
the meetings to be given. 

James F. Leavitt moved the moderator appoint the 
budget committee, it was a vote. 

Mr. Fowler moved the chair appoint two men to act 
with Selectmen to repair Town Hall. The moderator ap- 
pointed Wilbur Drew and Richard I. Goss. 

On motion of J. F. Leavitt the meeting adjourned.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
(L. S.) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton in 
the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said North Hampton on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Business meeting called at one o’clock. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $243.50 for town road aid, the state to con- 
tribute the sum of $974.01. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for the purpose of erecting, on the li- 
brary land, a suitable monument for the bronze plaque 
dedicated to the Veterans of World War II. 


6. To see if the town will vote to locate a street light 
on the last pole on Woodland Road going North from 
Atlantic Avenue. (By petition). 


7. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway known as “Little Road” as now constituted, 
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leading in a Southerly direction from Atlantic Avenue 
toward Mill road over land of W. H. and Eva G. Norton. 
(By petition). 


8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to repair the water holes that are used 
for fire protection. 


9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to sell at public auction or private sale, for the best 
price obtainable, the land containing the old town gravel 
pit on the Lafayette Road near the Rye line, and to give 
a deed for the same to the purchaser. 


10. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to sell at public auction or private sale, for the best 
price obtainable, all or any part of the town’s surplus or 
out-of-date machinery. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to sell at public auction for the best price ob- 
tainable, all or any part of the property acquired by the 
town at a tax collector’s sales for non-payment of taxes, 
and to give deeds for the same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the use 
of the total of $9,900.00 appropriated in the years 1945 
and 1946 as a capital reserve fund for the construction 
and acquisition of a water works system, together with 
all accumulated interest thereon, for the purpose of pro- 
curing the construction of a new water main to supply 
~ water, from the Hampton Water Works Company’s main, 
to the Junction of Pine Road and Atlantic Avenue, and 
thence westerly toward the Lafayette Road; and to ap- 
point a committee of five to be known as the Water Com- 
mittee and to include the Selectmen and two other per- 
sons to be named by the Moderator, with full authority to 
negotiate with the Hampton Water Works Company and 
Public Service Commission and others, and to make all 
necessary contracts for carrying out said purpose, includ- 
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ing full authority to pay all necessary expenses to the 
extent of said Capital Reserve Fund and accumulated 
interest. (By petition). 


13. To see if the town will vote to install not over 
five new hydrants, at the discretion of the Water Commit- 
tee, on such new water main as may be constructed from 
the Hampton Water Company’s main to the junction of 
Pine Road and Atlantic Avenue, and thence westerly to- 
ward the Lafayette Road. (By petition). 


14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
change of the purpose of the total $8,000.00 now held as 
a capital reserve fund for the construction or reconstruc- 
tion of the Town Hall and-or Fire Station, and town 
building's, in accordance with the votes of the town in the 
years 1944, 1945 and 1946, together with all accumulated 
interest thereon, from said purposes to that of the con- 
struction of a new school building, to be expended under 
the direction of the North Hampton School Board in 
connection with the new school building to built in this 
town by the school district. (By petition). 


15. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SCHOOL WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District in the town 
of North Hampton qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on Friday the 4th day of March 1949, at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening to act upon the following subiects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 


2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose three Members of the School Board; one 
Member for the ensuing year, one Member for the en- 
suing two years and one Member for the ensuing three 
years. 


4. 'To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating there- 
to. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the District will vote to make any alter- 
ation in the amount of money required to be assessed 
for the ensuing year for the support of public schools 
and the payment of the statutory obligations of the 
District, as determined by the school board in its annual 
report. 


9. To see if the District will vote to raise the sum of 
one hundred and seventy thousand dollars ($170,000.00) 
or such lesser amount as may be required for the con- 
structing and equipping of a new central school building, 
and for the necessary grading around it, — and to au- 
thorize the District Treasurer and the School Board to 
issue and market, under such conditions as they shall 
deem advisable, serial notes or bonds for that purpose in 
the name and on the credit of the district, of the total 
value of said sum or such lesser amount as may be re- 
quired to finance the cost of the foregoing in conform- 
ity with existing statutes and laws. 


10. To see if the District will vote to reappoint the 
School Building Committee, appointed at the District's 
Annual Meeting in March, 1947, and to authorize said 
Committee to act in conjunction with the School Board 
in building a new school and carrying out the vote of 
the District in respect to Article 9 of this warrant; and 
to give said Committee and Board full authority to take 
all necessary action and to make and execute all neces- 
sary contracts for the constructing and equipping of a 
new central school building, together with the grading 
thereof, and the installing of all necessary services there- 
to, and all other matters whatsoever incidental to the 
foregoing. 


11. To see if the District will vote to raise this year 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) or some less- 
er amount as a Capital Reserve Fund to help finance the 
construction of a new school building, and other expenses 
incidental thereto. 


12. Toseeif the District will vote to use a check list at 
all future meetings. 


13. To see if the District will vote to raise the sum of 
two thousand, five hundred, and twenty-five dollars 
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($2,525.00) as a deficiency appropriation for the expenses 
of the school year of 1948. 


14. To see if the District will vote to give the School 
Board authority to accept at their discretion any Federal 
funds that may become available to assist in the construc- 
tion of the District’s proposed new school building.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith present to you my nineteenth report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The current year began Wednesday, September 8, 1948 
with an initial enrollment of 130. This number has stayed 
practically uniform since the number of non-membership 
and registrants has equalized on the books. This com- 
pares with 119 in last year’s September enrollment. In 
order that the citizens of the district may see what is hap- 
pening in their school enrollment, I am listing herewith 
the September registrations for the past ten years.

Considering the fact that two of the school rooms are 
not standard size it is easy to realize the almost impos- 
sible situation with which our teachers are faced. Four 
rooms which could satisfactorily house ninety are com- 
pelled to serve 180 or more. Modern standards suggest 
twenty-five square feet per pupil for determination of 
room size. Two of our rooms are, at the present time offer- 
ing approximately thirteen sq. feet. This shows that there 
are nearly two times as many pupils as should be in these 
rooms. The other two rooms are nearly as crowded. 


The proposed new building is planned to care for 175 
pupils in a satisfactory manner with four rooms on the 
main floor and one room on the ground floor. In addition a 
sixth room is provided to care for additional pupils if nec- 
essary. In the unexpected circumstances that still fur- 


~#t 63 }e- 


ther increase is needed, the building is so designed that 
an addition may easily be built. 


Modern education justly considers physical education 
as an important objective for its work. Physical handi- 
caps are now too numerous. A child who does not feel 
well is prevented from doing his best work. The people of 
North Hampton realize this. Provision is made in the 
proposed building for such training. A combined gym- 
nasium-auditorium and lunch room offers adequate fac- 
ilities for this work.-This room will offer ample space 
for organized physical training and supervised play ac- 
tivities. It is in these informal activities that many val- 
uable lessons are learned. The unsocial child is readily 
found while at play. The child who is mal-adjusted or who 
is over-sensitive can best be helped in the informality of a 
play period. As a laboratory for child study this gym- 
nasium-auditorium is important. 


It will be noticed that the proposed building offers a 
kitchen adjoining the auditorium. By this convenient ar- 
rangement noon lunches are adequately taken care of, the 
children eating from tables built into the wall. These 
tables fold back when not in use. By this plan all children 
may eat at the same time under teacher supervision. This 
combination also does away with the necessity of finish- 
ing off additional space on the ground floor for lunch 
service. 


The auditorium furnishes the opportunity for school as- 
semblies and dramatization of class work. This latter 
function is important in checking on the pupils ability 
to absorb thought from the printed page. This space is 
- therefore a triple-purpose room, in addition to its use by 
the townspeople for numerous gatherings. 


Owing to the unusually large number of pupils in the 
primary room it became necessary to secure an assistant 
for Mrs. Luippold. Mr. Luippold served as assistant teach- 
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er. His work has been of real value trained as he is in 
child study. The teachers deserve much credit for carry- 
ing on their work under trying conditions. Only teachers 
of experience could have given the pupils the education 
to which they have a right. 


The schools of Union 21 united with those of the Exe- 
ter Union to hold a workshop for the teachers during the 
week of November 15 to November 19, 1948. These five 
days were spent for “in-service” training. The state 
supervisors were in charge and brought to us the latest 
and most approved methods of presenting subject mat- 
ter. The first two days were under the direction of Dr. 
Gertrude Lewis, Director of Elementary School Services 
for the New Hampshire Board of Education. She dis- 
cussed the social studies of the elementary school, out- 
lining the entire program and helping to solve many of 
the problems found by teachers in their daily work. It 
was literally a workshop in which teacher committees 
worked on definite problems and arrived at their own 
conclusions based upon modern practices. 


The last three days of the week were in charge of Dr. 
Lura Bruce, State Supervisor of Health and Miss Grace 
E. Felker, Director of Physical Education. A critical 
study of the health program was made. Ways of guard- 
ing the health of our children, both in school and out, and 
of preventing accidents were considered. The proper use 
of the playground as well as the school building for physi- 
cal development was explained and illustrated. These 
workshops were held in a majority of the districts of the 
state. Those who did not receive these services will be of- 
fered them next year. 


The small towns are constantly allowing some of the 
talent developed locally to move to the larger cities de- 
spite the fact that the small town offers many opportun- 
ities for young people. It would seem that the pupils in 


our schools should know what the local community has 
to offer them. The school, even in the lower grades, should 
develop a greater interest by school children in their own 
town. To this end, it is suggested that definite time be 
allotted in the school program for the study of local his- 
tory, — the story of its founding, landmarks, folklore and 
special events of interest. Also included in the work 
should be the story of how our people now make a living 
together with the advantages of working in the town. 
The question, as to what the town now does to benefit 
its citizens would prove of value in stimulating future 
participation in government offices. The development of 
an interested and active citizenry will surely react to the 
benefit of any town or city. 


To introduce such a course effectively a group of citi- 
zens should work with the teachers. I am suggesting that 
a few parents and town officials meet with the teachers to 
formulate an outline from the town history. This work 
should not be a formal course of study but should be of- 
fered informally throughout all the grades taking into 
consideration the varying ages of the pupils. 


To the Parent-Teacher Association the schools are in- 
debted not only for many gifts and services, but, perhaps 
more important, for its interest and understanding of the 
work of education. This is true of the larger as well as the 
local units of the organization. The Schools need this 
help, especially during the next few years when the prob- 
lems will be more difficult from year to year. Demands 
made upon the schools are continually increasing while 
costs are becoming greater. 


I am recommending that the districts of the Union 
make use of the Rinehart Functional Handwriting system 
in their schools. The system sends an expert teacher into 
the school each month to instruct and supervise the work 
of the pupils and the teachers. The service has been hired 
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in several of the larger towns and cities of the state as 
well as in many Massachusetts Unions. When several dis- 
tricts employ the service the cost is very reasonable. Cer- 
tainly it is needed and past results have shown remark- 
able improvement in the writing of the pupils in al! their 
school work. I am asking that the amount necessary be 
placed in the budget for next year. 


May I again express my appreciation to the School 
Board, Teachers and Parents for hearty cooperation giv- 
en me in the work of the past year.
